He Eats With Millionaires. Sen= 


ators Stewart and Cannon 


AttacK Him. 


Washiugton, Jan. 28.—In accordance 


with its agreement, the senate convened 
at 10 o'clock today. By unanimous con~ 
sen*, routine business was waived and Mfg 
Stewart (Nevada) opened the last day' 
discussion 
of the 
Teller 
resolution 


After a legal discussion of the money 


question Mr. Stewart said, referring t° 
the speech of President McKinley in, 
New York last nijht, that he regratted to 
see that the prejident had not studied 
this question more deeply -and that he 
was so utterly misguided. 
He quoted 


from the president's speech and said his 
remarkable statements meant simply tha* 
nothing but gold was good enough for 
bond holders. 


Mr. McKinlej, said Mr. Stewart, refers 


to the option of the government to pay 
its obligations in either gold or silver as a 
mere technicality, and he did this, too, in 
face of his own vote in favor of the reso- 
lution we are considering. ''What lan- 
guage for a President to use," exclaimed 
Mr. Stewart. 


We cannot use this money in the treas" 


ury unless it is recognized by other na- 
tions of the world as the best money. The 
despots of the gold syndicates of Europe 
are to name the kind of money, regardless 
of what the law of the -United States may 
be- 


Deferring to Secretary Gage, Mr. Stew- 


art said he believed the secretary to be an 
honest man, who would not rob a bank. 
Bat he said it was difficult for Mr. Gage 
to look at this question except from the 
standpoint of the banker. He thought it 
unfortunate that the president had placed 
the treasury in charge of bankers, but he 
was glad the president has thrown off the 
cloak and made the issue directly with the 
people. 


Mr. Cannon, (Utah), followed in sup- 


port of the resolution. He believed that 
the only way in which the parity of silver 
and gold as money could be maintained 
was to accord the equal privilege of both 
metals with the mints. He held that 
the only other way to maintain their 
parity was to pile up interest bear- 
ing obligations upon the people. 
He 


firmly denied that the advocates of irce 
coinage were in favor of anything but 
hundred cent dollars. 


"We do not believe, however," said Mr 


Cannon, "in the deified dollar of Grover 
Cleveland, which is worshipped by the 
present administration." He criticised 
the president for attending banquets of 
millionaires in New York, there perusing 
his menu bound in gold, and then declar- 
ing in favor of paying government obli- 
gations in gold in violation of the nation's 
right to dictate what money they should 
be paid in. 


In the senate yestr-rday, in concluding 


liis speech on the Tdter^esolution, which 
fe to be voted upon today, Senator Daniel 
quoted from a speech delivered by 1 •. 
McKinley at Toledo in 1890, in which he 
sharply criticised President Cleveland for 
dishonoring- one of the precious metaJs, 
discrediting sfiver and enhancing the 
price of gain. "Was Mr. McKinley palm- 
ing off namby-pamby nonsense upon the 
country as the senator from Connecticut 
(Platt) would have us believe?" asket 
llr. Daniel. Mr. Daniel read a lettei 
written by John Sherman in which ha 
'denounced as a repudiationist and ex- 
tortioner one who demanded money in 
liquidation of an obligation more valu- 


able than he gave for it. 
He also quoted 


Oliver P. Morton as declaring it to be a 
"foul injustice" upon the country to pay 
the government bonxiholders-wJio secured 
the bulk of the bonds for about 60 cents 
on the dollar in better money than they 
paid for them. 


"Nations," declared Mr. Lodge, "no 


more than individual® can afford to con- 
fine 
4 .cir honesty within the limits of tha 


la . Statutory morality is not best either 
for states or for men." The senator said 
that the parity of our gold and silvet 
money could only be maintained by hav- 
'ms every form of our currency inter- 
changeable. He had been a bimetallist 
and was one now. He h'ad done every- 
thing in his power to promote an inter- 
natin-nal' agreement, as he believed that 
would do much tossimplify the question) 
He was constrained to believe, however, 
after hearing the eloquent statement ol 
the senator from Colorado (Wolcott) 
that the attempt to secure an. interna- 
tional bimetallic agreement had faile'd, 
temporarily at least. He held, there- 
fore, thjait the country was confronted 
with two propositions, one of wihich it 
would have to accept. Either the exist- 
ing g-oJd standard must be maintained, 
or the country must authorize free sil- 
ver 
coinage. The latter alternative 


means, he said, the cUeappearance of goH 
from circulation and the placing of th« 


i country upon a silver basis. It had coma 


Inow to a contest between two standards. 
Mr. Lodge declared that any change in 
the monetary standard would fall with 
dire results upon the masses of the peo- 
plg 


Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky made a 


speech *in support of the resolution. H« 
declared himself to favor of having all 
money o-f the United States kept equal 
to the best money of the world, and ha 
thought it unfortunate that the advo^ 
cates of sounid money should have ac- 
cepted the issue tendered them by iha 
resolution not only with the conscious- 
ness that they were wron®-, but also with 
a certainty that they would be defeated. 


Mr. Cockrrtl supported the resolution. 


He -cited various financial enactments 
since 1670 to show that United States 
bonds" were properly declared to be pay- 
able in silver. The opponents of the raso- 
lution were working fn the interest oftne 
bankers of the world. "Oh, that we had 
in the White House an Andrew Jack- 
son,1' cried Mr. Cockrell, "that he might 
Bay to these bankers: 'By the eternal, 
you s'hall take the standard silver dollar 
In payment of the obligations you, hold.' 
That would settle tlhis question. y*ry 
quickly." Mr. Cookrell produced a'' $20 
gold piece and inquired whether any 
Republican desired to give him for "it 48 
standard silver dollars. This proposition 
brought on an interesting- colloquy be* 
tween Mr. Cockrell on t"ie one side and 
Messrs. AMrlch, Poraker and Fairbanks 
ion the other, concerning- the value o-i Sil- 
ver coins m Mexico. 


Mr. Foraker asked if it-were not tru« 


that with one of our silver dollars two 
Mexican dollars could be purchased IB 
Mexico. ' Mr. CockreH replied that thsut 
was because the standard silver-dollai 
-was equal to a. g-oJd dollar, a*i<l because 
those through whose hands it passed 
were able to -use it in the United States. 
He maintained that value to gold and 
silver money was given to it by law, 
and. asserted that if gold were demone- 
tized by the comiaercieul nations it -would 
instantly depreciate. He heW that th« 
United States was great and powerful 
enough to coin silver freely and inde- 
pendently, and yet ma.in.taln its value. 
He quoted a speech of Senator Allison 
in which the latter had said that the 
value in gold and silver was conferred 
try legislation.

Russia Wants to Lend Money to 


China. 
But England Will 


Guarantee Protection. 


Pekitt, China, Jffb. 
28—Russia 
has 


offerecTChiaa a loan on the same terms 
that Great Britain has already made. 
This puts the two great rival nations in 
direct opposition on the aanw ground for 
tho financial control of Chin*. 


On receiving this overture from St. 


Petersburg, China promptly 
invited 


Russia to guarantee to defend h^er against 
the possible displeasure of Great Britain 
China seemed willing to aoOept the offer 
of Russia if she. could be-; insured in so 
doing. 


Kussia returned an evasive answer) 


assuring China of her support, but mak- 
ing no definite guarantee of the nation's 
safety, should the offer be Accepted and 
Great Britain ignored. 


The Chinese government then asked o 


Great Britain a. limilar guarantee of pro- 
tection from tbe wrath of Kussia, should 
China accept 
England's 
offer 
for

promptly agreed to, and Great Britain 
pledged her military resoHMes to protect 
her probable future debtor against Russia, 
if her offered loan is accepted.

helpless, being unable to steam even 
to Vladivostock.

Tne fenowledere that Mr. McKtoley would 
be in attendance njaulted in tfles-pr-ese-nce 
of 1000 banqueters. 


It was alter 9 o'clock -<when Warner 


Miller rapped for order. 
The Rev. R. 


S. MacArthur then invoked a blessing. 
In his prayer he called for special pro- 
tection for ths president and the mem- 
bers of the association. 


The menn cards were very elaborate. 


They were volumes of vellum bound In 
undressed calf, with a monogram burned 
into the cover, surrounded by a scroll. 
There were etchings of "Liberty," "tha 
Brooklyn bridge, "Industry," a scene 
in "Wall street," "Commerce and Trans- 
portation" and some of the large build- 
ings in New York.

It was 10:30 o'clock When Mr. Miller 


again rapped for order. He referred to 
the yo-utih of the association and said 
that 'the meeting- would be productive of 
more gxwd than anything that had been 
held hi this country far some time. 
There is nothing political in the organ- 
ization, the chief end of which la to ex- 
tend the commerce of the United States 
abroad. 
"This association," he said, 


"would advocate another department 
in the cabinet, namely a secretary of. 
commerce." 


In his opening speech President Search 


made reference to the growth of tine iron 
and tin industries, which elicited great 
applause. 
His reference to high wages 


and low cost of production in this 
country, and his declaration that no 
Avenue of progress was closed to man- 
ufacturers of America was also greeted 
with loud applause. 


The wildest enthusiasm

when President McKinley was intro- 
duced.

the women m the boxes waved their 
handkerchiefs; the uproar drowned the 
speaker's voice. The cheering and clap- 
ping of hands were redoubled when a 
toast was drunk to. the president. Pres- 
ident McKinley spoke slowly and was 
plainly heajd in every portion of the 
hall.

"National policies can encourage in- 


dustry and commerce, but it remains for 
the people to project and carry them on. 
If these policies stimulate industrial de- 
velopment and energy, the people can be 
safely trusted to do the rest. The gov- 
ernment, however, is restricted in Its 
power to promote industry. It can aid 
(ommerce, but not create It. It can widen 
and deepen its rivers,-improve its har- 
bors and develop its grea/t national high- > 
ways; but the ships to sail and the traffic 
to carry the people must supply. The 
government can raise revenues by taxa- 
tion in such a way as will discriminate 
in favor of domestic enterprises, but It 
cannot establish them. It can make 
commercial treaties, opening to our 
manufactures and agriculturists the 
ports of other nations. It can enter into 
reciprocal arrangements to exchange our 
products with those of other countries. 
It can aid our merchant marine by en- 
couraging our people to build ships c-f 
commerce. It can assist in every lawful 
manner private enterprise to unite the 
two oceans with a great canal. It can 
do all these A ings, land otig-ht to do them, 


"'• 
'1 this «ccw)fiH»lM<l-the result 


Will still be Ineffectual unless supple- 
mented by the energy, enterprise and in- 
dustry °< the people, it is they who must 
build and operate the factories-, furnish 
ehips and cargoes for the canal and th« 
rivers and the seas. It is they who must 
find the consumers *nd obtain trade by 
going forth to win it. 


"There- la another duty resting upon 


the national government—to coin momey 
and regulate the value thereof. This duty 
requires that our government shall regu- 
late th'e value of its money by the high- 
est standards of commercial honesty and 
national honor. The money of the 
United States is and must forever be un- 
questioned and unassa.rla.ble. If doubts 
remain, they must be removed; if weak 
places are' discovered, they rdust b« 
ttrengthened. 
Nothing 
should ever 


tempt us—nothing ever will tempt us— 
lo scale down the sacred debt of the na- 
tion through a legal technicality. What- 
ever may be the language of the con- 
tract, the United States will discharge 
all of its obligations in the currency 
recognized as tlh* best throughout the 
civilized worja at the times of payment; 
nor will be ever consent that the wages 
of labor or Its frugal savings shall be 
scaled down by permitting- payment in 
dollars of lees value than the dollars ac- 
cepted as the best in every enlightened 
nation of tbe earth. •' 


"Utrdea- wclstins conditions our citizens 


cannot be excused if they do not re- 
double their' efforts to secure such finan- 
cial legislation as well place their hon- 
orable intentions beyond dispute. All 
those who represent, as you do, the great 
conservative but progressive business In- 
terests of-the country, owe It not only to 
themselves, but to the people to insist 
upon the settlement of this great ques- 
tion now, or else to face the alternative 
that it must a*r»in be submitted for arbi- 
tration at the polls. This is our plain 


duty to more than 7,000,000 voters who 1!

Dis- 
cussion cannot Hurt; It will only help tha 
cause. Let us have full and free dis- 
cussion. We are the last to avoid ol 
evade it. Intelligent discussion will 
Strengthen the indifferent and encour- 
age the friends of a viable system o) 
finance. 


"Half heartedness never won a battle 


Nations and parties without abiding 
(Principles and stern resolutions to enf orci 
them, even if it coats a continuous strug- 
gle to do BO and temporary sacrifice, art 
never in the highest degree successful 
leaders In the progress of mankind. Foi 
us to attempt nothing in the face of th« 
prevalent fallacies and 'th* constant ef- 
fort to spread them is to loae valuable 
ground already won, and practically t« 
weaken the forces of sound money foi 
their battles of ths future.

SADDLES FOR 1898. 


And Some Very Timely Advice About Them 


From on Expert. 


More different saddles are on tbe 


market to confuse inexperienced riders 
than ever before. With all the diversity 
of pattern, however, they may be rough- 
ly divided into two classes—those which 
offer a broad, soft resting place on the 
Vheel and those •which are simply a 
•working base for the rider. The first 
class takes IB.all tbe "-hygienic," "an- 
atomical," pneumatic and heavily up- 
holatered;.saddlafl, while the latter class 
inohJdas tbe hard or slightly padded 
affairs with .farrow backs and long, 
narrow pommels. Each class is found 
by many to be the only comfortable 
kind. The. question with riders is sub- 
stantially -whether they should choose a 
•eat or a saddle. The only answer to be 
found is in the style of their position. 


Riders who distribute their weight 


between the pedals, handle bars and 
saddle and keep themselves so poised as 
to be always ready to shift their weight 
want chiefly a solid, shapely base to 
brace against, with something of a pom- 
mel to keep them from sliding off. This 
cla-as of litters often find the broad, soft 
saddles actually uncomfortable. 
The 


riders who sifr on a wheel as they do on 
a chair want as broad and soft a seat as 
will permit them to work sheir legs and 
are apt to find the best shaped of the 
hard, narrow saddles wearisome. 


Biceptrona osrst in both cases, how- 


ever. Hard and soft saddles are both 
growing m popularity. In adjusting 
saddles tbe height of the handle bars is 
considered 
hy riders of experience. 


Those who ride with tlie bars on a level 
with the saddle usually find those ad- 
justed horizontally jast the thing. For 
those who "ride the pedals and the 
bars," with bars and tuilcile level, a 
sensible plan is to take 
u:ht over the 


back of the saddle au<i 
that its rear 


elevation, its nose and 
bars are in 


straight line. If the b,. . re dropped 
below the saddle level, tir Batter should 
be tilted forward with DOH down so as 
to maintain this line.—New York Sun.

—New York Tribune, 


ELECTRICAL DEVICE TO SUPPLANT 


HORSE AND STEAM POWBRJ 


•hewrtag Oaoalboat Trolley ByMem Sim- 


ple u>4 Bully Operated—Another In- 
TeBtlon Employs a Locomotive Moving 
Along » Hallway on the Ttmpath. 


Canalboat propulsion, after being de- 


pendent from time immemorial on 
horse, steam and other motive powacs, 
IB daily developing a wider application 
of electrical devices. Among recent pat- 
ients is a trolley connection for canal- 
boats, the invention of Frederick J. 
Shewring of Toronto. 
This invention 


provides a trolley oonnection which will 
make a practically perfect circuit be- 
tween the line wire and feeder for the 
motor and at the same time offer no 
obstruction to the successful navigation 
of the vessel, 


The mechanism, which is cheaply 


made and easily operated, includes a 
rigid trolley poJ* permanently attached 


SHEWRINO'S CANALBOAT TBOLLEY SYSTEM. 
to the boat, mounting on the trolley 
wire a gravity balanced trolley wheel 
and connecting the "trolley pole and 
wheel with a wire of sufficient play to 
permit of freedom in the movements of 
the vessel. At the junction of two 
canals the trolley wire musfr be suffi- 
ciently high to avoid any possibility of 
its coming into contact with the vessel 
or parts of the vessel passing' below it 
or of its obstructing 'the mast or other 
elevated partd. To accomplish this it is 
necessary to extend the poles at the 
junction of the canals to an elevation 
above the masts of the vessel and to 
provide these poles with arms, braces 
and an elevated trolley wire in circuit 
with tie main trolley wire at a lower 
elevation. Mounted on the elevated 
trolley wire is a trolley wheel having a 
depending rod or wire, the lower end 
of which is hook shaped to engage the 
eye of the trolley wheel. By this con- 
struction the trolley wheel can be car- 
ried across the jnnotion of the canals 
and the circuit maintained in the motor. 


The use of this trolley connection can 


be applied to other purposes than canal- 
boat service, as it may be employed in 
oonnection with any other trolley sys- 
tem where the rigid trolley pole cannot 
be satisfactorily used. By means of this 
invention a" circuit can be established 
between the line wire and the vessel iri 
such a manner as to avoid all difficulties 
and inconveniences which might arise 
from the motion of the boat or the 
changing of direction or irregularities 
of the canal bank. Another advantage 
is that the use of cross wires over this 
canal can be entirely dispensed with 
and a free channel secured for navigat- 
ing the vessel. 
- 


The action of the deVice is as follows i 


The trolley wheel is mounted oh the 
line wire making contact. The balance 
maintains the wheel in an upright po- 
sition during traverse from end to end 
of the wire, the current passing through 
the trolley wheel through the vertical 
frame and the slack wire to the trolley 
pole, from wlienoe it is conveyed to the 
motor. This slack wire connection pre- 
vents the rolling or rocking motien of 
the boat from affecting the trolley- 
wheel, and tbe liability of the wheel 
leaving the wire is minimized. The trol- 
ley pole is preferably connected to the 
stern of the boat, which in traveling 
draws the trolley wheel after it along 
the line wire. 


Another addition to the list of recent 


electrical devices for canalboat propul- 
sion is an invention of Edwin A, Le- 
land of Great Barrington, Mass., which 
employs a locomotive moving along a, 
railway on the canal towpath. At the 
inner side of one of the track rails, or 
preferably of each rail, is a rack with 
teeth projecting laterally, so as to cause 
the dirt to drop off and pass to a point 
beyond the rack. The truck of the mo- 
tor is provided'with flanged wheels, and 
depending from it on each side are 
brackets carrying rollers to run on thfj 
underside of the rail flange to hold the 
car on to the track. 


Mounted on the car in bearings is a 


horizontal transversely arranged shaft, 
which is rotated by an. electric motor 
(supplied with current from an overhead 
line. This shaft carries a worm, prefer- 
ably one at each end, gearing with a 
worm wheel on the upper end of a ver- 
tical shaft, the lower eud of which car- 
ries a pinion in gear with a rack. When 
the shaft rotates, the action of the pin- 
ion on the rack causes the car to be pro- 
pelled steadily, with no liability to slip 
back on an up grade, as in mounting a 
lock. Attached to the motor car by 
means of a coupling pin is a draft rod 
or drawbar, made reversible so that the 
towline, which it is to carry can ba 
connected with either eiid-of the car.— 
Electrical Engineer.

A gutta peroha cement for leather is 


obtained by melting together 100 parts 
gtitta porcho, 100 parts asphalt or pitch 
and 15 parts oil of turpentine. It is to 
be used hot 


Elastic gutta percha cement, especial- 


ly for Using soles to shoes, which does 
not oraok in bending, on aoconnt of its 
great extensibility, is prepared by dis- 
solving 10 parts gntta poroha in 100 
parts benzine and ponring the solution 
into 100 parts linseed oil varnish, shak- 
ing well. The leather must bo rough- 
ened before using this cotnent, in order 
fo insnre greater durability. By a case- 
in borax cement a handsome surface 
gloss is imparted to the leather. The 
borax in dissolved in boiling water and 
the borax solution ponred into freshly 
prepared casein. The durable thick ro- 
ment is very serviceable. — Scientific 
American. ,

That tho chain is one of tbe most; im- 
portant parts of a wheel's anatomy is 
generally recognised, and it follows 
Jhat it must be kept in ^ -rfeot order to 
insure comfort and satisfaction in rid- 
ing. 
The essential point is proper lubri- 


cation. 


The market is full of solid and semi- 


liquid lubricants, and tbe ordinary 
practice is to rub a portion of one of 
theKO over tbe blocks of the chain until 
they pass over the sprockets noiselessly. 
It is surprising bow soon the effect 
wears away. 


The ordinary chain contains about 


J 00 bearings, each revolving a certain 
distance only around its aiis, making a 
contact that causes rapid wear of the 
parts. These bearings must be kept well 
lubricated. This can best be accom- 
plished by starting with a clean chain, 
which has been made so by immersion 
overnight in benzine or kerosene. Then 
the semiliquid or soft graphite composi- 
tion should be worked in. The graphite 
should so completely fill tho parts that 
no dust or dirt can find room to get in. 


When the graphite has caked, t 


dust should be brushed from its surfac^ 
tbe graphite softened by applying not 
oil, but any of tbe lubricating liquid 
compounds to be found on sale every- 
where and a new qoat of 
graphite 


spread. This done, dust never has a 
chance to do much damage.

HOW TO MAKE STEWS 


DISHES "THAT ARE INEXPENSIVE, YET 


ARE DELICIOUS. 


Nutritive Value of Beef I» In Invene Pro- 


portion to Its Market Price—"the Brop«r 
Way to Prepare Irish Stew and Beef 
Stew. 
"How tired one gets of ringing the 


ohangeton the same bills of fare!" writes 
a housekeeper. "'Isn't there something 
besides the everlasting roasts and boils 
and eiiutos that everybody grows so tired 
ot eating? I want something that shall bo 
at once delicate and economical. Is that 
quite an impossible combination?" 


If you want a rest from the "everlasting 


roast and broil," why don't you moke the 
variation by substituting occasionally a 
savory stew? Most men like it when 
it is well prepared, and if you wish a 
more hnpressh o name than a stew you 
may call your dish a haricot, a-rr.gout, a 
salmi or a fricassee. 
The best stews are 


mado froTp the least expensive cute of tho 
meat, uud the delicacy is obtained by care 
in cooking and wisdom in seasoning. The 
latter is a most important point and one 
that is uot properly appreciated by the 
average cook and housekeeper, although ife 
is a point that is constantly making Itself 
better understood as cookery becomes more 
and more advanced toward the standpoint 
of a Science or an art. 


The success in seasoning rests with the 


ability to so use "tho flavors that there 
shall be as a result a pleasant blending, in 
which no one taste will be perceptible 
above another. 


The process of stewing ia a rather slow 


one and should be carefully done. The ob- 
ject is to extract the juices from the meat 
partially, enough to enrich the sauce in 
which it is served, but still to leave flavor 
and nutriment in the meat. The water 
in which the meat is cooked is to act as a 
solvent aa well as a beat conveyor. 


Instead of the meat itself surrounding 


aad enveloping the juices, as it should 
when boiled, roasted, grilled—or broiled—- 
and fried, It is demanded instead by this 
process that the juices shall surround and 
eavclop the meat. The cooking must be 
slowly done; the water should not be al- 
lowed to boil, but to gently simmer, as the 
rapid cooking would harden the meat 
and render it tough and indigestible, 
rather than tender and easy of digestion. 
The wa5or should be heated to boiling 
after it Las been poured over the meat, the 
scum which arises taken off and the kettle 
drawn back where the water will simmer 
and hold the juices or solution until the 
proper degree of tenderness is reached. 


The two stews most commonly in nse 


are the beef stew and the Irish stew. 


Take 4 pounds from a breast of mutton, 


remove the skin and the fat, cut it in 
medium sized pieces, rather small than 
otherwise, and put into a deep saucepan, 
with 2 quarts of cold water, a tablespoon- 
f ul of salt, half a saltspoonful of white pep- 
per, as much cayenne as you can take .up 
on the point of a penknife and a very lit- 
tle nutmeg. Set over the fire, and' when 
it begins to boil skim carefully all the 
grease and other matter which arises to 
the top of the water. After it has been 
skimmed set the saucepan containing the 
stew back where it will merely simmer 
and keep it at a steady, even heat. As 
soon as it is set back add 2 small carrots 
and 2 small turnips, cut in dice, 6 small 
onions, peeled and sliced, 8 whole cloves,' 
a clove of garlic, 6 peppercorns, 3 bay 
leaves, a sprig of thyme and a bunch"of 
fresh parsley, the last three tied together. 
The garlic may be omitted if you do not 
like the flavor, but the tale calls for its 
addition. 


Simmer for nearly two hours. Peel '8 


potatoes and out them in small pieces, 
parboil them to take out tho peculiar acid 
flavor that is unpleasant to some people, 
and add them to the stew at therend of 
the two hours' ceoking. Blend 2 table- 
spoonfuls of flour in a little cold water, 
and add to tho stew to make the sauce of 
a proper consistency, stirring to make it 
smooth. Skim out the bunch of herbs and 
the garlic, and serve at once. 


For the old fashioned beef stew use the 


meat from the lower part of the round, as 
it is the juiciest and of the best flavor. You 
may have it as low as the shin even,'and 
with the result of haVing a richer stew, 
for you get the marrow from the bone, 
which is most nourishing. Indeetl meat 
which has some bone and fat should al- 
ways be chosen for a stew in preference to 
solid flesh or lean meat. Take about four 
pounds of meat with the bone, cut the 
meat into piecss the right size for serving 
and crack the bone. Cut a white turnip 
and a carrot into small slices, peel and 
slice half a dozen onions, put the meat 
and bones into a kettle, cover with cold 
water. Add a teaspoonful of salt, half a 
saltspoonful of pepper, a bay leaf, a dozen 
whole cloves and the sliced vegetables. 
Set over the flre to boil. 
When it is boil- 


ing and has been skimmed, set the kettle 
back where the contents will simmer. Let 
it cook from three to four hours, until the 
meat is perfectly tender. 
Remove the 


bones and skim off all the fat you can. 
Prepare the potatoes as you were directed 
to do in the rulo for Irish stew, parboiling 
them and draining them before adding to 
the meat aad other vegetables. Add more 
salt at this point if it is needed. Make the 
dumplings and put them to cook when the 
potatoes are nearly done. Put the dump- 
lings on the top of the stew and cover 
closely to keep tho steam in. Cook ten 
minutes before lifting the lid. There 
should be liquor enough in the kettle to 
keep the stew from sticking to the bottom 
and scorching while the dumplings ate be- 
ing cooked.—Boston Herald. 
•

Musicians like thfise orna- 
mental backs for pianos, as they can place 
their instruments facing tho light of the 
window with its back to the room without 
offending the artistic sense of persons who 
object to the unornamental back of eves a

CUBA ANDSOAE OF IIS POLITICAL 


HISTORY. 


AlTSpain has lost all of South America, 


l great part of North America and most 
of the islands of the West Indies, so will 
the lose her last western possessions- 
Cuba and Porto Rioo. In 1821 Spain's 
dominion in the new world began its col- 
lapse. The end will come with the close 
of the present Cuban war. The political 
history of Cuba durin; these years of 
Spanish rale fa closely connected with 
th«t of the United States and is iaterest- 
<eg at this time when the future political 
dwttay of tbe island is being so generally 
discussed. 


The cost of suppressing the rebellion 


which was inaugurated in 1888 by Aqnil- 
erat and continued 
under Betancoort, 


Quasada and others amounted in three 
yewrs to 170,339,658.70, and 60,000 Cuban8 
were said to hare been slain, some in bat- 
tle but most as prisoners put to death. 
That, however, was not the end of it. 
Outbreaks have occurred since, and the 
reyolntion which is now in its third year 
most have added fully $150,000,000 to the 
military expenses of Spain. 
We thus 


have a total of $225,000,000 of expenditure 
as the results of Spain's efforts to retain 
control of Cuba. 


Tha United States has always neces- 


sarily been interested ia Cuba. Its 
position in the Gulf of Mexico so near to 
our own coast, surrounded by islands of 
12 different nationalities, eives to Cuba an 
importance which 
Americans cannot 


disregard. As early as 1821 the govern- 
ment of the United States expressed its 
willingness that Cuba should remain a 
Snanish colony, but declared 
that it 


wonld never permit it to paw into 
foreign hands. 
On this principle the 


contemplated invasion by Bolivar, the 
loath American Washington, was dis- 
continued by the United States, and 
Spain 
was urged 
to 
make 
peace 


with the Spanish American Republic 
in order to save Cuba from & change in 
her political and social system. At that 
time the 
social system comprehended 


•lavery, 


Spain,made a proposition in 1825 to give 


tha United States certain advantageous 
commercial concessions if we wonld guar- 
antee ber the possession of Cuba, but oar 
government declined the offer M contrary 
to onr established policy. In 1843 Presi- 
dent Polk, throu?h our minister at Mad- 
rid, offered Spain $100,000,000 for Cuba. 
Tbe proposition was peremptorily and 
haughtily rejected. Annexation was then 
mooted but not much favored. The north 
had no sympathy with anything that 
looked to the extension of slavery. 


A new insurrection began in 1849 and 


continued until 1851,when Lopez was cap- 
tured-and garroted. In 1852 President 
Flllmore refused to join with France and 
Great Britain in a treaty guaranteeing to 
Spain the possession of Cuba. Still other 
revolutions and insurrections disturbed 
*he quiet of the island and made trouble 
for Spain. 
They continued until 1854 


when the celebrated Captain General 
Concha pacified the people and kept toler- 
able, although not perfect, order for 10 
years; 


la 1854 the much discussed Oatend 


meeting took place between Buchanan, 
Mason and Soule, our ministers at Lon- 
don, ,Paris and Madrid. Their plan was 
to buy Cuba from Spain, and they argued 
the advantage it wonld be to Spain, with 
the farther statement that in case slavery 
Was abolished by the Spanish government 
the United States ought to possess them- 
selves^ of the island by force. That state- 
ment .of course was looked upon by the 
anti-elavery element of the country as 
nefarious. 


Mr. Slidell introduced a proposition in 


'he United States senate in 1859 to place 
f30,000,000 in the hands of the president 
with a view to the acquisition of the 
Island. The proposition was debated and 
afterwards withdrawn by Slidell himself. 
The troubles of the island had grown so 
grevioos during the three years of the re- 
bellion in 1868 that in 1870 the United 
States offered its mediation for a settle- 
ment of the strife. Terms for the cession 
of Cuba to this country were offered by 
Hamilton Pish, onr secretary of state. 
Spain declined the offer. Things havo 
gone on from bad to worse and we have 
the woeful condition of the present time, 
and the prospect so near at hand that 
Spain will lose Cubi. 


Caba is 700 miles long; it hu an average 


width of 75 miles. The narrowest portion 
of the island is 21 miles from sea to sea; 
the widest 111 miles. Considered geo- 
graphically its extent would be like that 
of a strip of land 75 miles wide reaching 
froso Boston to Detroit. It has a popula- 
tion of l,500,000,about the same as th« state 
of Alabama. The principal productions 
are sugar and tobacco and tropical fratts, 
although these articles by no means form 
the basis of its wealth as there are impor- 
tant ore lands and »4srtlle soil producing 
a)s»«wt every kiown foot". 


WHAT 
HAS CHEATED THESE 


YOUTHFUL 


The present week has seen six youths 


of this city sentenced in tbe superior 
oourt at Pittsfleid for repeated crime* 
committed in this city. 
Their ages 


ranged from 17 to 23 years. These boys 
formed what is known as a "gang" and 
constituted in all respects the beginning 
of a desperate and dangerous set of 
criminals. And these young fellows are 
uot the only ones who are going wrong 
or committing criminal acts here, as is 
proven by burglaries perpetrated in this 
city since their incarceration. 
It has be- 


come a matter ot common remark that 
•'there is a tough sat ot youngsters grow- 
ing up in North Adams." Now that the 
young toughs who have been cap- 
lured by onr police have been sen- 
tenced in court and are not la danger 


of doing any further harm at present, it 
would be well to inquire where and what 
is this home school of vice and breeding 
nest of criminals. 
Where were these 


boys nights and days? What did they 
read? Where were their haunts in which 
they got their notions of crime, and are 
there other boys to be iouatt in the same 
places now? Are there such dangerous 
places in this city as the breeding of 
criminality in these boys would lead one 
to suppose there were? 


These are questions for the police au- 


thorities and for the parents of this city 
to try to answer. If there are breeding 
places of crime here, wherever they may 
be, theyshouM be ferreted outand broken 
up ia some way. Youthful criminality in 
this city appears to be rampant. 
It is 


hisrh time now to learn the cause and 
eradicate it. If it be found that there ia 
no cause outside the innate cnssedness of 
the young toughs who are now jailed, the 
city may congratulate itself that the reign 
of the young tough here has already been 
terminated. But the facts back of this 
criminal work should now be determined 
for a certainty.

Annexationiists Not Pleased by 


His Presence In Washington. 


MORGAN TALKS TO EMPTY BENCHES 


four D»yi of Eloquence With None to 


Utten or Applaud — Som* Wuhiagtoa 
ScientUU and Their Work— The National 
Geographic Society, 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 28.— [Special.]— The 


arrival in the capital of President Dole of 
Hawaii has stirred anew interest In the j 
fate of the annexation treaty now pending 
in Che Etraate. It has leaked out that Mr. 
Dole ctuno here wholly on hie own motion 
and that the friends of annetsution are a lit- 
tle displeased because ho did oomo. They 
think he should have remained at home 
attending to his dutiss. They are particu- 
larly offended because President Dole, since 
his arrival In the United States, has ad- 
mitted that there is no danger of Japan 
gobbling np the islands in case the United 
States declines to take them. Inasmuch as 
this has been one of tha strongest argu- 
ments used by the annexatkmlsts, they 
think Mr. Dole should have informed him- 
self a little better as to the conditions of 
the battle hera before putting in bis word, 


One of the odd features of the Hawaiian 


situation is the dispute between ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland -and Senator Morgan as to j 
the attitude of the former concerning Ha- 
waii while he was in the White House. 
Mr. Morgan claims Mr. Cleveland was in 
favor of annexation at one time, but Mr. 
Cleveland comes out boldly and says ho 
was never in favor of it. 
Mr. Cleveland 


appears to have the best of the argument, 
as tha public does not doubt that Mr. 
Cleveland knew what he wanted and what 
he didn't want. But Mr. Morgan explain- 
ed in a clever public speech. For once the 
Hawaiian question was brought nn during 
an open session. It would never have dono, 
of course, for Mr. Morgan to explain in an 
executive session, for then all he said 
would have had to remain a secret. 


Morgan's Wasted Sweetness. 


Recently Mr. Morgan made one of shose 


four day speeches for which he is famous. 
There never was a clearer case of wasting 
sweetness upon the desert air. Mr. Mor- 
gan's speech was delivered in secret ses- 
sion. No newspaper reporters were present 
to take down what be said or even a part 
thereof and scatter it to the four corners of 
the earth. Even the official reporters were 
absent. 
Furthermore Mr. Morgan spoke 


without an audience. Senators tell me 
that after tho first two or three hours of 
his long effort he was deserted. 
Scarcely 


a senator sat to listen to him. The vies 
president and one or two trusty employees 
of the senate had to listen, because their 
duties required them to do so or to pretend 
to do so 
But save for their presence the 


Alabama senator was alone, all alone. A 
queer scene it mnst have been — no one in 
tbe senatorial-, seats, no one in the gal- 
leries, no one anywhere paying any atten- 
tion, and this able, forceful old statesman 
pouring forth his wisdom and his philos- 
ophy and the result of his laborious inves- 
tigations hour after hour and day after day. 


Mr. Morgan is one of the ablest men in 


tbe senate. In all that pertains to our for- 
eign relations ha is perhaps tbe best in- 
formed man in congress. A member of 
the house was praising Mr. Morgan the 
other day in the presence of Speaker Reed. 


"Morgan is a wonder," said the con- 


gressman. "He simply knows everything 
about our foreign affairs. He is a walking 
arsenal of facts." 


"Yes," said Speaker Eeed, "Morgan 


tnows everything that - doesn't, "men- j 
tioning the name of another senator who | 
in his own opinion at least is a great di- 
plomatist. A Scientific Center. 


The national capital is a great center of 


scientific activity and learning. 
Our gov- 


ernment is a liberal patron of the sciences, 
and we have here a remarkable number of 
men who have attained diitinction in their 
special fields. Some of them have won 
recognition thronghoufr&e world although 
they are little known in their own country. 
For instance, not many Americans have 
ever heard of Professor Schott of the coast 
and geodetic survey. Yet he is known all 
over the world as perhaps the highest liv- 
ing authority on terrestrial magnetism. 
A book on the earth's winds which is 
standard all over the world was compiled 
by a Washington man who never was gen- 
erally known in his own country. Mr. 
Coffin. 
Another, Mr. Manry, IB known 


throughout the world for his most elabo- 
rate And useful collation of facts concerning 
the ocean, its tides and currents. It is safa 
to say that Professor Langley of the Smith- 
sonian institution has a greater reputation 
in Europe than be has at home. 


The same thing may be said of Professor 


Powell of the geological survey, whose 
monographs are read everywhere as clas- 
sics. In the faculty of the Colombian uni- 
versity of this city is a modest young man, ' 
Professor Gore, little known to fame in 
the United States, but recognized by scien- 
tific men everywhere as a great authority 
on the shape of the earth and all the grav- 
ity and other determinations by which 
geodesists measure our globe. 


The Late Gardinar' G. Hubbard.

Becently the scientific world of the 


American capital lost its best friend in the 
death of Gardiner G. Hubbard, president 
of the Geographic society. Mr. Habbr.rd 
enjoyed large means and he was ever ready 
to help all efforts for the promotion of 
knowledge. His place will be bard to fill, 
but as president of the National Geographic 
society, which is now only second to the 
Boyal Geographic society of London in in- 
fluence, ho has been succeeded by bis son- 
in-law, Professor A. Graham Bell of tele- 
phone fame. Professor Bell has thrown 
himself into the work with characteristic 
energy, and those who know his breadth of 
view and ability predict that he will prove 
a worthy successor to bis much loved kins- 
man. Mr. Boll hopes to mnlEQ the National 
Geographic society f nliy equal to its Eng- 
lish prototype in usefulness and influence.

since the framing of the Declaration of In- 
dependence we have prospered in a man- 
ner which has made the whole world 
wonder and the strength of the United 
states 13 increasing daily, we are repre- 
sjnted everywhere by men of high rank 
und degree, and Berkshire has furnished 
an officer for the highest honor of the old 
Bay State, and we can hope to see him 
attain it. He spoke of the present lawa 
which are being enacted regarding immi- 
gration and said he was heartily in favor 
of all that was being done. Thi« together 
with tho foreign policy are at present the 
leading troubles. Only a few days agoi' 
was necessary to send a war ship to Uaba, 
However, truth must triumph and dignity 
will be upheld. This fact will be demon- 
strated and if need be more ships will be 
sent to that country. Our home loving 
president, William McKinley, will tend 
to it. 


James C. Chalmers was next introduced 


as one who had served as a lieutenant 
during 
the 
late 
war. He 
Raid 


thai while at the banquet table the com- 
pany's major had asked him how old he 
was when be enlisted. He replied about 
22 years old and he thought it a little 
younger than the average age of the 
members of Company M, He laid it had 
been his experience to know that young 
men always make the best soldiers. They 
can make longer marches on foot and 
they were always better disciplined than 


tho older soldiers. They would always 
obey commands promptly and without 


question and their wisdom often showed 
itself to the best* advantage. Ho noticed 
u he entered the hall 'that there was one 
gray head among the many assembled, 
on* who b*d gene out in '02, leaving 
hovaaad all that was dear to him. He 
had beea to the front and it was well that 
he bad been spared to be present. Mr. 
Chilmer* referred to Darwin U. Field and 
•aid that the latter had a, moat remarka- 
ble escape from death at Gettysburg. lie 
gave a vivid account of an experience 
which both had had and told how Mr. 
Field had been badly wounded while 
going through a narrow pass in front of a 
rebel army. He was glad to see that the 
members of the militia were mostly 
young men, for they are the most active 
and he was sure that if Company M 
should 
be called upon at any time 


every 
man 
would 
do 
his 
duty 


He thought Spain woold like to provoke 
a flght. But he said we are a nation who 
can smile at her weak attempts. Bui if 
war should be neceasary we have in New 
England especially, a body of trained 
men that would be a nucleus to an army 
which would be far beyond anything ever 
dreamed of even In the late rebellion. 
They are n en who know tactics which 
are superior to the four years' experience 
which was had during the civil strife. He 
thought and hoped however that they 
never would be called on. The trouble 
seems to be more within ourselves but 
knowing the temperament of the com- 
pany's officers and members he was sure 
that they were men who would never be 
lacking when called on to do their duty. 


Joseph Gravel, Jr., sang a song and D. 


D. Bowen was introduced. Ha said that 
during the past year nothing wonderiul 
had occurred. Men had gone and child- 
ren had come to take their places. Com- 
pany M has come to stay. During the 
past year she had again proven her right 
among the best companies' in the state 
and after decorating the walla of their 
quarters they had won a silver punch 
bowl to give good cheer. He then gave a 
brief outline of the history of the militia 
of the country and said: "How long has 
Company M been organized? Yet she is 
first among the companies of the regi- 
ment, and therefore one of the first in the 
United States. O, ye cities of North Ad- 
ams and Pittsfietd, behold the sturdy lit" 
tie town of Adams and admire her. North 
Adams comes this evening to partake of 
good cheer from her mother's bowl." He 
*hen referred to Cuba and said that if the 
time ever came Eussia, who boasts of her 
militia, or any of the other foreign coun- 
tries, would find that they are incompar- 
able to the militia of the grand old union. 


I. J. Hatton then recited the charge Of 


the "Light Brigade" in a manner that re- 
ceived hearty plaudits. 


Captain Hicks referred to the efforts of 


North Adams which are being put forth 
(o secure a. militia company and said 
Lawyer J. Tracy Potter would tell some- 
thing about the matter. 


Mr. Potter said that there were a num- 


ber of North Adams men desirous of 
forming a military company. He said 
they admired Company M and were glad 
tp be partakers of their good cheer and 
help celebrate their victory. He then 
told of the battle of Bennington and how 
the Vermontero sent to Berkshire for the 
aid which secured their victory. He said 
the time might come again and they 
would have to call on Company M alone 
unless the North Adams men were suc- 
cessful in their present undertaking. He 
closed by reciting a poem- entitled "The 
Ballad of the East and West." 


Supt. John C. Gray was the next speaker 


and although he was at considerable dis- 
advantage with a hard cold, he made an 
interesting talk. He said in part: 


The social and political questions of any 


period can be found through''the legisla- 
ture of that period. Mnoh^of the legisla- 
tion of the present day is for physical, 
moral, Bad intellectual elevation of peo- 
ple. 
This shows that people demand 


conditions favorable to comfort and hap- 
piness; protection 
to life, liberty and 


property; and conditions favorable to 
physical, moral and intellectual well 
being. War is incompatible with these. 
There is therefore indirectly, yet impera- 
tively, a demand that wars cease. Peace 
and safety without war can come only by 
the possession of power. This is shown 
in the fact that tho withdrawal of the 
French troops from Mexico in 1866, the 
settlement of the controversy betweeT 
England and Venezuela, and other ques- 
tions, were settled without bloodshed be- 
cause of our power and the justice of oar 
demands. We have no standing army 
worthy the name. Our power is our mili- 
tia and oar navy. The purpose that the 
militia is to serve in the economy of the 
nation is to give us safety at home, and 
protection to our citizens abroad, without 
war or bloodshed. 


Dr. A. K. Boom sang several pleasant 


selections and Major 0. J. Brown of this 
city, surgeon of the Second regiment, was 
introduced. He told of the time when he 
and a few others first asked <for the organ- 
ization of the militia this side of the 
lonnecticut and said that what their part 


of the state lacked in quantity they could 
make up in quality. He then related what 
is being done by the surgical department 
of the militia and in conclusion saM he 
was proud of belonging to the Second 
regiment and prouder was he to be so 
jear the company which was at the head 
of the rentment. He gloried in the even- 
ag's celebration and hcpad to see the 
company's success continue. 


Editor C. K. Helmer was the last 


speaker. 
He opened With uu appro- 


priate scriptural passage and then told 
several good stories. Then he said that 
England may boast of her army, but we 
have a militia, a citizen soldiery with 
which she cannot compare. He said that 
although he never belonged to a militia 
company, or had'ever discharged a fire 
arm yet there was a warm place in his 
heart for those who did. He had the 
utmost regard lor a veteran and profound 
respect for those who died fighting for 
ndopendence and liberty. He regarded 
highly the young men who have enlisted 
in the ranks of the citizen soldiery, ready 
at a moment!s notice to shed their very 
ife blood in defense of Old Glory. The 
evening's exercises closed with the sing- 
ag of America. 
This banquet was in many ways supe- 


rior to any previous ones. There WHS 
more sociability and more geniality in 
the good time tbau ever before. The 
service was good and much credit is due 
Caterer Hammond and his tvaitf.rs. Doll's

The latest fad in paper is a sheet the 


size of the envelope, which goes into its 
envelope without folding. In the usual 
correspondence size — that small Bias 
used for a harried note or invitation— 
the style goes very •well, but when it 
conies to larger sizes stationers say it 
will not take. In this connection it is 
reported in the New York Herald that 
the most popular style is a sheet of pa- 
per which folds in half and fits into an 
envelope which has a square flap. This 
style comes in billet, note and letter 
sizes, and the envelopes are graduated 
to match. The favorite colors are white, 
cream azure, regimental gray and bond 
blue. The fancy tints of pinks and helio- 
tjropes, yellows and greens, though car- 
ried to meet a certain demand for them, 
are considered in poor taste. 


A very dainty little machine is made 


for weighing letters, useful to a woman 
with a large correspondence or to a busi- 
ness woman who must needs send let- 
ters inclosing samples or circulars.

hacks, almost a finished product, from 
tho rniHe in ScotlarO. 


While this pioneer industrial adyentera 


was backed by Boston capital, it was John 
and Peter Lawacts, two brothers, Scotch 
immigrants, who «mro th* moving power 
of tho enterprise", and under >vhoso man- 
agement it was oonduafod. It was for 
work in this mill, and to tench tl:a trade 
to a force of employees, that Martha Lit- 
tla, then a maiden of 86 years, and her sis- 
ter, personally known to tho Messrs. Law- 
eon, wore sent for to Paisley, Scotland, 
them the world's greatest center for thread 
manufacture, and which still produces 
more thread than all other manufacturing 
centers of Groat Britain combined. She 
was employed at tho time-in the great Fer- 
guslio mills. One of the recommendations 
that commended her to the Messrs. Law- 
son was her well known skill in the work, 
evidenced by the fact that she hold a per- 
feot record. This meant that in the exact-

ing task of counting accurately the lengths 
as she •wound tbero rapidly upon the spool, 
in keeping the account correctly and wind- 
ing exactly the required length upon the 
spools, she bad never been found in erro* 
by the careful and repeated tests made by 
the overseers,who not only took cogniaanoa 
of the style of the work, but of the accu- 
racy of the count, for it seemd that the 
then established guarantee and still fa- 
miliar repseeentation on the labels, "war- 
ranted 200 yards," was conscientiously 
maintained. 


This young •woman nodertook the trans- 


atlanfcJo journey, then no trifling under- 
taking, in company with her sister Eliza- 
beth, leaving behind her parents and hex 
home. 
They embarked in the Neptune, a 


sailing vessel, in March, 1844, and were 
ten •weeks upon the sea, encountering a se- 
vere storm, losing both main and mizzea 
masts, which being found by other vessels, 
the Neptune was reported lost. But they 
were finally driven into Halifax, and thres 
months after the young ladies sailed fssat 
Livei-pool they reached their destinatioa 
at Dracut, Mass. ' Mia. Davidson was the 
first to operate a spindle in the new fac- 
tory, and in June of the year 1844, through 
her hands, the infant thread industry pro- 
duced its first spool. 


Marfcba Little, •whoso fingers guided thu 


work of tire first American thread spindle, 
was married to Alexander Davidson, a 
Scotchman, native of "Wigtonshire, eight 
years her junior, and they live just east ol 
Lebanon, Ills., cosily fbced in an humble 
farm cottage on a small tract of land, 
•where Mr. Davidson carries on truck farm- 
ing. 
Mrs. Davidson was born in 1818 in 


Ayr, Ayrshire, Scotland, the birthplace oi 
the poet Burns, whose couplet, 


Auld Ayr, whom ne'er a town siirpasaes 
For honest men and bonny lasses, 


she quotes with a pleasant twinkle aud 
not without a touch of pride. She belongs 
to one of four sets of twins, and was one ol 
18 children. She is well preserved for one 
who has felt the weight of almost 80 win- 
ters, and performs her own household du- 
ties. She reads readily without tha aid ol 
glasses, and in conversation is lively and 
interesting. 
She describes the various 


processes of work in the thread manufac- 
ture as minutely as though it was but yes- 
terday she left the spindle and the bobbin.

Another aid toward attaining 
this coveted gift is. a proper controlling of 
the racial muscles. It is so natural to per- 
mit the muscles governing the different 
features of the face to assist us in express- 
ing our different emotions! This is not a 
necessity. They do not, in reality, assist 
their emphasis, but, on the contrary, often 
make us appear grotesque and ridiculous. 
It is no<j»an aid, but a detriment, to allow 
the muscles of the face to assist in the ex- 
pressing of pleasure or pain, love or hato, 
surprise or mistrust. This can and should 
be guarded against.

The misfjika in. we fear, very frequently 


made in tho ca.^e of children of sending 
them 10 schooi at too early an ago. Par- 
ents aro anxious that their children snonld 
have a knowledge of the alphabet, of spell- 
ing, reading, geography and other branches 
of learning, and this is more mischievous' 
to them too early in life than teaching 
them to walk too soon, because the orgaa 
likely to bo injured by the practice to 
which we have referred is much more im- 
portant than the muscles and bones of tho 
lower extremities. It may do irreparable 
injury to Tko brain, as until from the sixth 
to the eighth year of lifr, the seventh per- 
haps being the happy medium, all its en- 
rrgips aro ncce.=.c;iry for its own healthy 
development 'iii'.l that of tho other por- 
tions cf tlu syrtciii. Kserciae is as essen- 
hal to the health and vigor of the brain afc 
that early ace as at any other, but it 
bhould be obtained plca&urably by obser- 
vation and action and not by the compul- 
sory exercise nt tasks. 


There is one ihing very certain—infant 


prodigies rarely attain mature distinction. 
Tho reason of this is obvious—their brains 
nro injured by premncure toil and their 
general health impaired. If parents were 
only sensible of this, they would no longer 
overload, the trains of thrir mere babies 
with study any more than they would 
their half organized muscles and joints 
with heavy burdens. As a matter of fact, 
the latter would in thu long run perhaps 
be the nioro merciful of the two. Most of 
the evils of education under which the 
world has .-=c long suffered and is still suf- 
fering arose from the mistaken belief that 
in what is called moral and intellectual 
education it is the mind that is exercised 
and not the brain. Them is perhaps no 
part of the human t-rp-uism so easily or 
ruinously deranged bj . .veessive action as 
tha brain, especially lLo half formed and 
highly susceptible brain of infants.—Ex- 
change. 


Homemade Jeweleci Portiere. 


For those who have ugly views from 


their back windows or corridors leading 
to back stairs or kitchens, etc., it is quite 
a serioua matter how best to hide them. 
Draperies are expensive when the material 
is good—and cheap material gets easily 
tossed—and are at the best veritable dust 
trc.ps. 


Bead blinds, which may be made with 


little trouble at home, are clean and tidy, 
besides being very pretty, and have the 
further advantage, if over a window, of 
admitting the light- while preventing peo- 
ple from seeing into the room. 


Measure the width of the window or 


doorway you wish to partially hide and 
get a <;arreriter to make a narrow lath to 
it, with bmall grooves all the way along 
at equal distances and rather iioar togeth- 
er. The only thing you will then require 
will bo a ball or two of macreine twine 
(ordinary string is nob recommended, as ib 
is stiff and unsuitable) and plenty of largo 
glass beads in pretty colors; to mix too 
many colors is a mistake. Thread tba 
string with a bead 'and knot to prevent! 
the bead from slipping. Do this at inter- 
vals all the way down the string until it is 
the length reared. It is advisable to tie 
each length seourcly on to each groove in 
tho wooden lath as you go along, as they 
are apt to get entangled if left loose. 
Try 


to have the strings as close together as 
possible; tho effect is quite spoiled if they 
are straggly or far apart. By the eiercisa 
of a litsle patience and ingenuity • pretty 
pattern o£ flowers, birds, etc, may be in* 
troduced. Beads suitable for the purpos* 
may be purchased at a very low price.—

Paris, Jan. 14. — Carnival costumes and 


fantastic gowns for fancy balls are at- 
tracting attention at present, as is usu- 
al at this season every year. There is 
a revival of historical styles, especially 
of the Louis Quinze period, but these 
revivals usually suffer more or less 
change, due to the determination of the 
modiste to give them an up to date 
aspect, adapted to the most modern of 
modern taste. For this reason purely 
fanciful costumes are often more satis- 
factory, since nothing except oddity or 
prettiness is expected of them, and they 
exhibit no anachronisms. 
A Greek 


gown worn over a French corset and 
accompanied by high heeled slippers is 
less gratifying to the mind than a cos- 
tume representing a, dragon fly having 
the same fashionable adjuncts. 


Fancy costumes for children and 


young girls are always the most at- 
tractive, more latitude being permissi- 
ble with them as to form and bizarre 
effects. 
For older persons picturesque 


peasant attire copied from the clothing 
actually worn in many remote provinces 


and countries is highly favored, espe- 
cially by wealthy women of the world, 
who find a piquant contrast in the 
rough linens and homespuns to their or- 
dinary apparel of purple and fine linen. 


The carnival brings up the thought 


of confectionery, which is put up this 
year in the most cnarming boxes or 
cases, whichever they may properly be 
called, in the form of an immense flow- 
er—a giant poppy, rose, orchid or iris. 
These flowers are carefully made and 
tinted to represent the actual blossom 
and are as attractive as all such in- 
genious French fancies always are. 
Bonbon cases are by no moans the only 
clever novelties to be found this season, 
however. 
The prevailing- fashion of 


blouse bodices and jackets has given a 
new impetus to the manufacture of 
belts and girdles, and these are seen in 
the utmost variety, ex'ery grade being- 
well represented, from the simplest to 
the most elaborate and costly. All are 
rather narrow, but otherwise they vary 
infinitely. Kid embroidered with jew- 
els of various colors is perhaps the 
newest idea, but silk belts with buckles 
of metal or paste and gold or silver 
filigree girdles, in panels set with stones 
or simply showing the filigree design, 
are much worn. 
Imitations of Rus- 


sian and Byzantine metal work are ex- 
ceedingly effective and by no means 
moderate in price, although far from 
being as costly as genuine examples of 
the art. which are extremely valuable. 


The fancy for spangled, jeweled and 


metallic effects exemplified in belts and 
girdles shows itself throughout the 
trimmings and accessories employed by 
the fashionable and authoritative mo- 
distes. 
Lace, passementerie and de- 


tached motifs are all enriched by em- 
broidery in this style, and it is even 
seen mingled with applications of fur. 
Decorative buttons, partaking of the 
same character, are likewise largely 
used, from the little, plain button in 
steel or gold to the jewel 'framed me- 
dallion and miniature set in openwork 
gold. Millinery ornaments of a similar 
nature are much used, and crowns of 
velvet, cloth or satin, decorated with 
gold and silver thread, spangles and 
gems, are a feature of the season. Be- 
fore entirely leaving the subject of belts 
it must be mentioned that the very lat- 
est thing is a close, straight collar 
matching- the embroidered and be- 
gemmed belt. These are especially ef- 
fective in dark velvet and serve to dec- 
orate bodices which would otherwise 
seem plain. 


Cream, coffee and butter colored gui- 


pures—adjectives which suggest the 
p:intry rather than the wardrobe—are 
very beautiful when embroidered with 
threads of gold and steel, sliver or jet 
spangles of small size. They are more 
suitable for evening than for daylight 
\\ ear, although rich costumes for after- 
noon receptions and similar occasions 
arc enriched by the addition of such 
trimming very frequently, but it is on 
ball dresses that scintillating decora- 
tions reach their most dazzling brillian- 
cy and appear most appropriately. 
Gauzes, tulles and other sheer fabrics, 
highly fashionable for such gowns this 
winter, arc covered with spangles of all 
colors, pearls, crystal beads, black and 
white' jet, little jewels and gold and 
silver embroidery. These falryllke ma- 
terials are employed for bodices, panels, 
tabliers, 
draperies or entire 
gowns. 


Something new in tulle skirts shows the 
plain ground sprinkled with 
large, 


round chenille spots, the size of which 
gradually decreases toward the waist. 


Highly esteemed as metallic and jew- 


eled trimmings are, they are not the 
only kind employed, for many fashion- 
able women have a taste too quiet to 
admit of such striking 
decorations. 


Tory narrow velvet ribbons are used 
in various .ways—in loops, bunches, 
bands, 'tiny bows and as an edging for 
ruffles. Bands and motifs of cloth, silk 
and other goods, with an open pattern 
in embroidery or cut work, are likewise 
employed; being laid over a lining of 
contrasting silk or velvet to throw out 
the pattern. This is a new and effect- 
ive ornamentation seen on some very 
elegant toilets. 


Princess gowns are definitely adopted 


for elaborate costumes intended for 
formal occasions, but they are arranged 
in a variety of different ways. Perhaps 
the redingote style is the most stately 
and ceremonious, as it leaves a separate 
lower skirt visible in front, the tablier 
of which skirt is usually of a different 
material, sometimes of a different color. 
A most rich and stately gown of this 
order is of royal blue velvet, the sides 
of the redingote being heavily embroid- 
ered. 
The separate skirt is of gray 


velvet, with a design outlined in blue 
silk. Revers of gray velvet are crossed 
by loops of blue and steel cord fastened 
by paste buttons, and inside these are 
other revers of ermine, ermine also 
forming the collar. 


Real ermine is by no means common 


fur, although'it has been vulgarized by 
a flood of cheap and worthless imita- 
tions. For a long time it has been en- 
tirely out of fashion, but now it is again 
appreciated and is employed as a, trim- 
ming- fur very effectively. It seems more 
suitable for a gown decoration than for 
outside wraps, although a few ermine 
capes, pelerines and muffs are seen. As 
a. lining for the collar of a cape or coat 
of dark fur it is very pleasing, but it is 


not a becoming fur &o many persons, as 
!t is rather trying to the complexion. It 
suits a fresh, youthful face and may 
also be well worn by a woman whose 
hair is white or gray. 


In the last letter the subject of even- 


ing wraps was discussed, but it is by 
no means exhausted. Perhaps the most 
novel mantle for evening wear yet pro- 
duced is one composed entirely of lace, 
decorated with lengthwise bands of 
mink. The capuchon, also of lace, is em- 
broidered with mink. As a protection 
against cold this wrap is entirely use- 
less, but as an elegant and expensive 
accessory to the toilet it Is perfectly 
satisfactory. 


The capuchon Is seen on most of this 


winter's mantles, especially the fanciful 
wraps intended for wear over dinner 
and ball gowns. These hoods arc not 
decorative only; they serve a 
iiHflul 


purpose, being drawn over the head in 
the carriage or when passing from the 
carriage to the house. Necessarily they 
must be very light in oider that they 
may not disarrange- the coiffure, and 
they must be loose and larp;e for the 
same reason. 
Mov.sseline de sole or 


taffeta covered with lace is employed 
for capuchons, the latest form of which 
is shown in the illustration. The one of 
which a. sketch is given is of taffeta, 
gathered to a small. Hat crown like that 
seen in children's silk bonnets. There 
is a silk frill around the face, and the 
inside is also trimmed with frills of 
mousseline de soic. The capuchon has a 
bow of ribbon at the top and also at 
the throat and may be made separate 
from the capo or attached to it. 


Many women have a rooted objection 


to jackets and capes for street wear, 
and such are no doubt glad to welcome 
the charming designs in walking cos- 
tumes for cold weather of which no ex- 
traneous wrap forms a part. Of course 
these gowns are really as warm as an 
ordinary bodice and wrap together and 
can no more be utilized for the house 
than can a seal jacket. They are of an 
elegant appearance, however, and are 
indeed of a somewhat exclusive charac- 
ter, since only women who have prac- 
tically unlimited pin money can afford 
an entire costume to be worn only 
while walking. 
A picture is given of 


one of the new models. The skirt, of 
dark blue cloth, has a circular flounce 
of lighter blue velvet around the lower 
part, the flounce being embroidered 
with black galloon and rising in a point 
in front.

, lm these days of small apartments 


'and little room any device that utilizes 
1 space and will keep necessary objects 
for daily use out of sight will prove ac- 
ceptable.

WINTER LAMPS. 


One of this winter's specialties In 


house decoration Is the new, broad 


bowled, round globed flower lamps. The 
handsomest of the specimens stand not 
more than three feet high at most, and 
the oil bowl is dish or boat shaped, sup- 
ported on four bronze balls or short gilt 
feet. A slender, clear glass tube chim- 
ney fits over the flame,,Qf the powerful 
burner, and then the light is again 
filtered, .with delicious softness, through 
a perfect sphere of thinnest porcelain, 
white inside, but glorious on the ex- 
terior with close art painted clusters 
of highly colored flowers. Bowl and 
globe are both decorated alike and are 
first covered with a background of rus- 
set red, gray, green, Prussian blue or 
golden brown, and against one of these 
rich tones bouquets of red and yellow 
chrysanthemums, autumn leaves, scat- 
tered roses in conventionalized tints, 
dahlias, goldcnrod or passion flowers 
are painted, daringly commingled and 
so thickly strewn as to all but" complete- 
ly cover the porcelain surface. 


So almost emphatic is the present 


taste for low lamps with perfectly round 
globes that standing lamps and tissue 
paper shades have all but disappeared 
from houses and shops, according- to the 
Philadelphia Inquirer. Paper shades, it 
is true, are still used to a great extent, 
but not of craped Japanese material. 
They are wrought out of the heaviest 
English wall paper with a cream laid 
or rich finished surface and decorated 
on cream, ivory white, pearl pink or 
ash gray ground, with bouquets of flam- 
ing tiger lilies, peonies, scarlet roses, 
douhis daffodils and hibiscus or pelar- 
g-oniums.

It is hard to 
get an estimate on the subject which 
can have any claims to accuracy, but 
the statement of one rug dealer that 
fully 50 per cent of the floor coverings 
now in use are rugs may be taken as 
a conservative one.

In- 
stead of having to be swept vigorously 
and often on the floor, they can be tak- 
en up every day, if necessary, and 
shaken.

The hardwood floors upon 
which the rugs are laid can be kept 
perfectly clean, and the gain to health 
from the banishment of the germ har- 
boring carpet is something to be con- 
sidered. 


All these advantages of rugs yet omit 


to include the further one of artistic 
merit. Laid upon a well finished hard- 
wood floor, fine rugs, from their beauty 
of texture and variety of color and de- 
sign, are far more pleasing to the eye 
than a monotonous stretch of car- 
pet. 


The superiority of the hand made 


imported oriental rugs over the prod- 
ucts of machinery in this country needs 
no argument to prove its truth. The 
only obstacle In the way of a wide use 
of the eastern rugs Is their price. For- 
tunately for those who cannot afford 
them, many of the Imitations produced 
here are excellent and durable. They 
cannot be expected to deceive an ex- 
pert, but they are perfectly able to 
stand on their own merits at> well roade 


articles of furniture, desirable when the 
precious products of the oriental looms 
are unattainable.

HOW TO PRESS EMBROIDERY. 
In all cases of embroidery on linen 


the work should be carefully pressed 
when finished, and it is important for 
every embroiderer to know how this 
may be done in the simplest and safest 
manner, says The Woman's Home Com- 
panion. 


The proper way to press £he finished 


work is to lay the embroidery face down 
on a clean cloth spread over an ironing; 
blanket or iwo or three thicknesses of 
flannel; place a thin, dampened cloth on 
the back of the article to be pressed, and 
then use a hot iron deftly on the wet 
surface until ;t is perfectly dry. 
A 


steaming- process is thus engendered, 
where&y the embroidered linen is ren- 
dered smooth and the effectiveness of 
the work much enhanced. 


Recipes. 


Onions that are to be eaten raw 


should lie in cold water an hour before 
being served. This will rid them of the 
rank, objectionable flavor. 


Cranberry Jelly.—Wash one quart of 


cranberries. 
Put them in a porcelain 


or granite kettle and add one pint of 
cold water and cover. Cook until the 
berries pop, about 10 minutes. Strain 
through a colander and return to the 
kettle. 
Add one pound of graulated 


sugar, stir until dissolved and turn out 
&.t"once. If a firm jelly is desired, boil 
the mixture five minutes, turn into a 
mold and stand at once in the cold. 


Creamed Russian Turnips.—Peel one 


large Rxisslan turnip and cut it into 
slices. Then lay several slices over one 
another, cut into narrow strips and 
measure them. For a o.uart of cut tur- 
nip allow a quart of boiling water and 
a Utblespoonful of sugar. Boil till done. 
Then add a teaspoonful of salt and 
oook a few minutes longer. Drain in a 
colander. Melt a tablespoonful of but- 
ter, add half a tablespoonful of flour 
and cook two minutes. Add a cup of 
boiling milk and boil two minutes. Add 
the turnip, mix and cook a few minutes 
longer. Then add a little finely chopped 
parsley and serve. 


To Drive Out Roaches. 


If you have any roaches that think 


they are going to spend the winter with 
you and you want to get rid of them, 
try the remedy suggested by an expeii- 
enced housekeeper to the Washington 
Star. 


"Cucumbers," she Miys, "are a most 


effectual destroyer. Simply scatter the 
peel or trimmingfi cbout in the places 
where the roaches are seen. The roach 
eats them and thereby ends his exist- 
ence. In en if the roach does not ferl 
hungry enough the first night and the 
cucumber is not sufficiently attractive 
throw the trimmings into the stove; the 
next morning and set out a fresh-lot 
the next night. The green coloring mat- 
ter that kills the roaches is the same 
thing that makes cucumbers so annoy- 
ing at times to the human family," "

An odd little salad to serve at a Sun- 


day night supper is made of scallops 
and lettuce. Scald the scallops In salt- 
ed hoillr.g water for threo minutes. 
When cold, cut each in two. Prepare 
a French dressing, adding a touch of 
cayenne, and mix well with scrtllops. 
Serve in a salad bowl surrounded with 
crlop young lettuce leave«.

Weber Brothers Planning to 


Enlarge Their Holden 


Street Factory. 


MAY BE BUILT NEXT SUMMER 


New Building Will More Than Double 


Capacity 
of 
Factory. 
Made 


Necessary 
By Increasing 


Business 
ot 
the 


Company. 


An important addition to the manufac- 


turing interests of the city i» contem- 
plated by the North Adams Shoe com- 
pany, which in planning to enlarge its 
mctory on Holden street to more than 
double its present siee. The firm is now 
having plans drawn for the new buildings, 
and may decide to erect them next sum- 
mer, although that has not yet been de- 
finitely decided. 


The new building will be similar in its 


construction to that of the present lac- 
oory, which isa four-story frame struetur6 


120 by 40 feet in dimensions. The new 
building will be erected very near the 
present one. The main port will be the 
same size as the present building, 120 by 
40 feet, and an L will provide almost as 
much more room. 


With this large increase in the capacity 


of its factory, the North Adams Shoe 
company will be one of the best equipped 
in the shoe trade of any in this part of the 
country. The company has besides the 
factory a large warehouse at the corner of 
Brooklyn street and Bracewell avenue, 
100 by 40 feet in size, used for the storage, 
packing and shipping of the products, 
and a handsome shoe store on Main 
street, conducted under the firm name of 
Weber Brothtrj. 


This important addition to the factory 


is made imperative by the constantly in- 
creasing business of the company. Since 
the establishment ot the company in 1889 
by the five Weber brothers, as a whole- 
sale shoe company, the business has 
grown rapidly, and last November the 
company bought the W. G. Cady factory 
building on Holden street. This part of 
the business has proved most snccessfttl 
and with the accommodations offered fay 
the present factory building, the company 
is entirely unable to keep up with its or- 
ders. 


The addition to the factory will mean a 


still farther expansion of the business, 
and a large increase in the number ol 
men employed. It will be one of the 
most substantial additions to the business 
of the city that has been made in recent 
years.

THE GREYLOCK PARK BILL 


Sent to Boston in Time to Be Pre- 


sented Today. 


Representative Richardson telephoned 


from the state house to the friends of the 
Greylock state park movement Thursday 
that the bill must be forwarded to Boston 
at once if it was to be presented in time. 
No new business can be introduced after 
February 1, and as today was the last 
time the Berkshire delegation would all 
be present before that date there was no 
time to lose. 


The bill, which had been held baot a 


short time for the purpose of making a 
few necessary changes, was sent to Rep- 
resentative Richardson in the midnight 
mail Thursday night. There was a special 
delivery stamp on it which insured its 
delivery this morning, and without doubt 
the bill was introduced today.

Democratic City Committee, 


The new Democratic city committee

one mention was made of the silver ques- 
tion. A member said before the election 
that it would be well to choose only such 
officers as supported the Chicago plat- 
form, but tbere was no discussion. The 
meeting adjourned after the election of 
officers to meet at the call of the chair- 
man. 


The announcement in the telegraph 


news of yesterday that Commander-in- 
Chief Qobin of the G. A. R. had finally 
annulled the charter of the Fletcher 
Webstor post of Brockton,has aroused th° 
pvcatest interest among all Grand Army 
men throughout the state and country^ 
This action means that the long expected 
contest in the state will come with uu- 
ezpectedTvigor at the state encampment 
to be held in Boston early in February. 
One local veteran said last night, as he 
read the news, "That settles it, the fi?ht 
is on." 


The question is one of privilege. For 


two years the Brockton post has led the 
movement against the existence of the 
privileged class in the G. A. E., made up 
of past commanders, who are life mem- 
bers in the encampments. This system 
is actively opposed by many of the posts, 
and objected to by most of them. The 
annulling of the charter of the Brockton 
post on a technical point arising from its 
opposition to the system, seems a direct 
call to the organizations throughout the 
state to rally to one side or the other. 


The C. D. Sanford post of this city will 


hold its regular meeting tonight, and it is 
expected that every member who can get 
out will be present to discuss the question, 
and perhaps decide on the position of the 
post. 
It is probable that nearly every 


member is opposed to the "house of 
lords" system, and will fight it. Some of 
the members nsve said that the local post 
would follow the Brockton post and with- 
draw from the organization unless the 
system was changed. 


Commander Tower, who has taken an 


active part in the organization of the 
state, was seen this morning and asked 
his opinion on the matter. With refer- 
ence to the Brockton case, he said that it 
meant the death blow to the "house of 
lords," in this department. He admitted 
that it was a rebellious spirit that the post 
showed, "just as our fathers showed to 
King George in refusing to pay taxes 
without representation," 


When asked how the trouble wonld ter- 


minate, Commander Tower said that it 
was impossible to tell, but that it was the 


:8umter shot that would waken all the 
sleeping comrades to a sense of the gross 
injustice to which they have submitted 
for so many years." 


The question of a possible withdrawal 


from the department was brought up, 
and Mr. Tower said that a post could 
carry on its charity work as usual, re- 
ceiving the support of the city and using 
the department tax to increase the relief 
fund. The Brockton post has lost its 
standing in the G. A. E., and has suffered 
for its desire for liberty. The action could 
have been avoided, just as the Boston Tea 
Party could have been avoided, but the 
time had come to act. 


Mr. Tower thinks that the trouble will 


4>e settled at the coming encampment, so 
far as the state is concerned, but ot course 
this is not certain. He f aid that the G. 
A. E. was fighting not only for the short 
remaining life of its own organization, 
which dies with its members, but for the 
principles which are involved and are 
perpetuated in other organizations. In 
summing up the prospects he said, "The 
next encampment will be a mighty inter- 
esting occasion."
